perhaps as much sought after as any 
man in this city these days. 
Since 
the new turbine wheel was put in at 
the dam those who have been antici­ 
pating the improvement and who 
are 
provided with the 
necessary 
efftiptnent for electric lights are now 
aarxtotifl to get' the same hi and such 
pointers as “ Now you have all the 
power you want,’’ etc., are thrust at 
the genial superintendent daily. 
While there had been a great im­ 
provement and the power has in­ 
creased, the increase is not as much 
as some people imagine. 
It must be 
realized that there are any number 
of lights ready to cut in and that it 
will not take very many weeks before 
the wheels are loaded up again 
to 
their fullest capacity. 
There is no fault to find in the 
wheel. 
It is one of the best that 
could be bought in this country but 
the trouble is with the head. 
There 
is not enough water to run the wheel 
at the full capacity, 500 horse power, 
with the present water head at the 
dam. 
There is now a twelve foot 
head and with this head the new 
wheel is giving just 230 horse power. 
Of course this is great improvement 
over tte power that was being given 
by the wheel taken out as that one 
only furnished with the present head 
79 aud one-half horse power in all,; 
quite an increase over Hie power 
which was being furnished up to the 
time the new wheel was put in. 
Supt. Peterson says it will take 
but 
a short time to load up 
again 
and then a new' dynamo will be re­ 
quired 
and the 
water 
head made 
larger. 
This he thinks will have tot 
Ijedouein the summer. 
The point 
made by Mr. Peterson is that while 
there has been a very good improve­ 
ment made that there is not as much 
power as some people think, because 
it was previously stated that the new 
wheel would give 500 horse power.
